OF the major part of the Pleasure Gaouvn Plantations in this I 
kingdom, which at much labour and expence have of laie and. 
former years born executed, the Trees and Shrubs ihey contain will br | 
found, on examination, to be very injudicioufiy arranged. The rcafon 
why many plantations, after eight or ten years planting, appear unfightly, 
is owing to an improper intermixture of the plants \ whereas had they been 
rightly difpoicd, we Ihould not fee lb many hollows or openings, nor bot- 
toms ot trees with decayed branches, but the whole would o: covered with 
verdure down to the very front, in an e..fy theatrical manner, and in fum- 
mer fcarcc a ftem viliblc ; but how often may be fecn a tall growing tree 
near the front of a plantation, and further back various humble fhrubs, 
rendered ftill more diminutive by the ovcr-fpreading branches of fuch tree, 
whole projxr place Ihould nave be<-n behind thole Ids growing planrs, 
where they might more freely enjoy the benefit or fun and air lo nccrfiary 
fur vegetables. This error of planting in part arifes from the planter's nut 
confidering, at the lime of felting ine young trees and fb.ru bs, to what 
height they commonly grow when arrived at perfection ; »a!fo there may 
be divers plants among the collection drawn trom the Nurfery, whole 
height* bear no proportion to each other when grown up, and arc therr- 
fore too often promilcuoufly planted according to iheir prefent appearance 
of fixe. To which may be added, the unnecclfary hurry the planier is com- 
monly in to get the plants into the ground as foon as polfible, left the roots 
fhould dry. This work might more lcilurely be done by Grit properly dif- 



| poling the plants near where they are to be phnted, and covering their roors 
| with earth, wet flraw, &c. to" keep them rnoiit j and when trie holes to 
[ receive them are ready, they may be drawn out and planted judicbam/ 
wiih that care they require: for as die future beauty of the plantation de- 
pends on the firlt arrangement of the plant*, too mui.fi aitcnti-jn cannot be 
given to their difpofuion and proper intermixtures, 

Havjxc given thefe observations concerning Pleafure Ground Planta- 
tions in general, it may he necrfiary to notice fomr particulars of planting, 
common at late years. Where the plantations are nor very large, it has been 
cultomary to intermix deciduous trees with evergreens. This mode of dif- 
pofition is not dilpleafing infummcr, when the deciduous trees dilplay their 
foliage, which makes a good contraft with the dark evergreens } bat at the 
approach of winter, and during that leaion when the deciduous trees are 
ltript of their verdure, to many pcrlons fuch appearance is di%uftmgj and 
Rx tins reafon it is, many Gentlemen of tafle, in their plantations, have 
feparated the evergreens and deciduous trees into diflinct clumps, which 
certainly have a better effcC* than to fee a pine, or fir, furrounded with a 
number ol leaflefs trees : therefore, where luch intermixtures arc required, 
it wuuld be more pleafing to the eye, to dilpofecach kind, in large groups, 
alternately % for in the lummcr months they will form a more linking con- 
trail with each other, tlian i>y the more common method of intermixed 
planting i and in winter the eWtfgPttns will appear more conlpicu/ius, than

when fingiy planted among de ciduous trees ; thrrcforc if it is agreeable 
to the eye in continued plantations, how much more fo will die appear- 
ance be where the plantation n laid in diflinct clumps, or even in open 
groves ? 

The beft foil for trees and fhrubs to thrive in, is undoubtedly a rich 
loam of four or more feet in depth. In fuch land, moft plants will grow m 
the greatcft vigour and loxuriancy i but many places are not fumilhed with 
fuch foil where it is required to form new plantations, many fites being 
compoicd of a (Irong clay, others of a dry gravel or fand, fome of chalk, &c 
and many with various intermixtures ; it fhould therefore be well confi- 
dcred in cither of thefe kinds of earths, what trees and fhrubs will agree 
and beft thrive therein. This it a matter of no fmall coniiquence to the 
future beauty of the plantation % for as there arc many hardy kinds of trees, 
which will grow jn id moft any foil, lo ihcrc are oile rs which will make but 
little progrel's unlcfs they have fuch earth to grow in as is more fuitablc to 
their nature ; i'omc plants delighting in a ftrong clay, others thriving bell 
on a moderately dry foil, and many where the land is frequently overflow- 
ed with water. For ihis rcafon, it were better, where the foil is of the un- 
defirable kind, torclinquilh having a great variety of plants thereon, chufing 
only thofeof more certain growth, which may thrive tolerably well; not 
but fome few of other kinds may be tried, as lometimes curious trees or 
flirubs will grow where it might be cxpedkd they would not faceted. 



Hheviovs to the aft of planting, and particularly where fmall trees and 
fhrubs are intended to form the plantation, the earth fhould be well trench- 
ed up, and all noxious weeds taken out, which if left woulJ be of 
much detriment to the growth of the plants, particularly the firft and 
fecond years. If the foil is a ftrong clay, it fhould be turned up in au- 
tumn, that the fun, air, and froft may tnctiorate the parts againft the fca- 
(bn of planting; but if the land is of fuch a gravelly nature as will not ad- 
mit of trenching, the furfacc may be broken up to be in readinefs for the 
ufe of the young plants which are to be put therein, and if fuch land is 
very poor, or inclinable to barrennefs, the foil may be confiderably helped 
with manure of a contrary nature, if conveniently to be obtained, and the 
plantation not very extenfive or at each place where a plant is intended to 
be let, a hole may be opened at kail three feet wide, and two feet deep, 
(or as much wider and deeper as you pleafe) which may be filled up with a 
ftrong loam, or other good rich earth, intermixed with the broken up fur- 
fate, to be in readinefs for the reception of the trees and fhrubs to be 
planted therein. Jn this prepared earth the trees will more readily ftrike rout 
and grow, and be the better enabled to withftand the droughts of the iuc- 
cccding fu miner. 

In ftrongdayev foils, there will be very little occafion for opening holes 
deeper than a foot, unlcfs fome very large rooted trees arc intended to be 
planted therein. In this kind of foil a preparation of ii^ht mould is moft

well eflablifhcd beiore winter few in, and therclore better enabled ^

moiil, the luring feafon is to be preferred tor plant.ng, cfpecully evergreens, 



and particularly thofeof the pine or fir kinds, with fome others -, ■ ho as

cumn I to be preferred. The fame reafon holds good in rdped to c^cr 
greens, provided the autumn rains let m tolerably early.

roots alfo mould have their proper prunmgbyc.tungo* all .m.H mfl ngfi^ 
a ad the extreme ends of what are ^tended to ^"JSK 
evergreen*, the knife muft be ufcd more Sparingly, and paruculariy 
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ibofeof the rcfinous kinds. The taking up and removal of fuch plants 
require alio more care and caution. Many of them (to infure fuccefs) 
fhould be taken out of the nvuiery with as much earth about their roots as 
pofiible, whole extremes fhould be preferved as much as can be intire ; and 
if they are deflincd to be removed to a great dift.incc, fhould be planted 
immediately, on taking up, into wicker- baCkets, which may be planted with 
them, and thereby the ball of earth about their roots preferved whole, fo 
that the plants may be but little cheeked by their removal > nor fhould 
their branches be pruned u deciduous trees are, efpecially firs, junipers, &c. 
Some few they may be difburthened of when very thick, anil of the lower 
branches-, but this mull be done widi difcretion, although there are divers 
oilier kinds of evergreens of a hardier nature, which will bear much rougher 
ufage, and therefore require not fo much care in their removal. 

When the trees and fhrubs are properly planted, if the fcaibn mould 
prove very dry, and water near, let each plant have a good watering, then 
mulch the furface over their roots with either litter, turf, ftoncs, or any 
tiling that will prevent the froft from penetrating the roots in winter, or the 
heat of the fun and air in fummcr, fo that they may be kept in a proper 
ft ate for linking root. Afterwards nothing more is required, than keeping 
the ground clear from wmls, for at leaft die Brit and iccond years ; but as 
rite lower front fhrubs will nor arrive in that time to a fke lb as to refill the 
weeds which, if left Handing, miy furround them much to their prejudice, 



the plants fhould therefore be kept clean for a longer period of time, par- 
ticularly where herbaceous plants arc intermixed : to which may be added, 
I the propriety of pruning the major part of the fhrubs each year ; but this 
! mould be done with judgment, cutting out the very weak, and alio the 
| luxuriant branches, dilpoling each plant as it grows into an handlbmc form. 
This will not only aflift their growth, caufe them to flower flron^,, but be a 
means towards making an agreeable appearance when full grown. 

The diftance the trees ami fhrubs fhould be from each other when 
planted, depends on their fizc when full grown : it may be therefore nc- 
ceflary to obftrve, that as the Inrgeft and tallril growing trees fhould be 
planted at the back part ol the whole, they alfo require more fpace left be- 
tween diem than thole of a lefs growth ; not that they fhould br fet fofar 
afundcr from each other as may be proper for them to be when grown to 
their tult j>erfc£tion, but fhould be planted much thicker ; for dicy are not 
only a fheiter to the leffer plants in the infancy of their growth, but arc alio 
a protection to each other while young i for when they are grown too dole, 
they may be thinned out difcretionally, either for ctomcflic purpofes, or, if 
not too large, rpay be tranfplantcd rile where, particularly foreft trees, moll 
of whom wilf bear removal at a very considerable fize : fuch trees are 
very proper for the embcllifhment of parks, &c. cither fingly or in clumps ; 
and, if properly managed in the plantation, their Hems will appear llrait 
and handlbmc : beiides, when they .ire of fome tolerable Jubilance, they 

can 
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can better refill the cattle than thofc of a lefs growth from the nurfcries. 
But this is principally co be undcrftood of deciduous trees, as few very 
large evergreens, and particularly thofc of the pine kind, will bear iuch 
cranfplanting \ for as they in general receive their nourilhment from the 
extreme parts of their roots, and thefe being far extended when the trees 
are grown large, mult, in the operation of taking up, be deftroyed ; and 
this accounts for lo many evergreens of that kind appearing m a Hunted 
Ibte, bv being planted of too Targe a Gze. Therefore at firll planting, for 
trees of the hrgelt growth ten feet, and thofe of a lefs growth eight feet 
dilhnce, may be deemed fufrkicnt, reducing the diihnce ol the othr:* ~ 



I their fizesdiminifiv, but the fhrubs which compofe the front part of the 
plantation, fbould be planted at the drttancc ihcy arc intended to remaia 
it the time they are full grown, which mould be lo near as at that future 



period they may touch each other s and thefe diftanccs , muft be judged of 
according to the growths of the different plants for at firll planting, the in- 
state fpaces between the ftirubs may be occupied by perennial, bwij 



cermet 



nial, and annual Rower plants : which, while the Ihrubs arc growing, will 
not only fill up the vacancies, but be very ornamental to the new plan- 



tition. 
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To the READER. 



TH E contents of the preceding pages being intended to anfwer the 
purpofes of more voluminous works on Trees, Shrubs, and Pica- 
fure Ground Plantations, as all the ncceflary and eflfcnual parts thereof, and 
as much as may be deemed ufeful and direcYive in the foregoing, are pre 
fented as an epitome for the unexperienced Planter's guide; the follow- 
ing pag«» therefore, as an affiltant in the choke of Trees and Shrubs 
fuitablc for fuch Plantation*, are offered for his confideration and observa- 
tion : the general arrangement of which being alphabetical, is divided into 
Gaffes, according to the different heights (as near as can be judged of ) the 
various Trees and Shrubs ufually grow to on fuch Soils as are fuppofed to 
be neither exceeding rich, nor very poor or barren. But as fevcral fpecies, 
of divers families, of plants are exceedingly difproportionate in their growth 
to each other, hence the reafon why fome plants of the fame genus are 
placed in the following Lift in two difierent Claflb, by which means the 



Planter may readily difcover the Situation where ihey mould be planted 
among the various other kinds of the fame growth ; for the column of 
heights, and the column of foliage, will direct him in the choice of his 
Trees and Shrubs, the one refpeelmg the height in feet they dually grow 
to, and the other to contrail and diverfi/y the different leaves and tints of 
colour, fo as to render the whole plantation, when arrived at its pejrfctnoo 
of growth, the moft agreeable and pleafing to the eye. 

N. B. In the flower column where it is marked H, it implies an he*- 
maphroditc flower -, thofe marked M fignifies a male flower, as docs F a 
female flower : and, in the adjoining column, F ftands for fruit, and S 
for feed.
